Fierce Battle Between Marines, 
Spanish Guerrilas and Regu- 
lars at Gnanatanamo. 



ENGAGEMENT ALMOST CONTINUOUS. 



It Commenced at Three O'clock Satur- 
day Afternoon and Ended at Six 
O'Clock Sunday Morning:. 



roar of Our Man KlUed and One Wounded 
—Advance Picket Unaccounted For 
-Spanish Lou Unknown, Dot 



On Board TnE Dispatch Boat Daunt- 
less, Off Uuastanajuo, Sunday. Juni 
13, via Mole St. Nicholas, Oayti, 
June la.— Lieut Col. B, \V. Hunting- 
ton's battalion marines, which landed 
from the transport Panther on Friday 
and encamped on the hill guarding the 
abandoned cable station at the en- 
trance to the outer harbor of Quana- 
tanamo, has been engaged in beating 
off a bush attack by Spanish guerillas 
and regulars since 3 o'clock Saturday 
afternoon. The fighting was almost 
continuous for 13 hours until 0 o'clock 
Sunday morning, when reinforcements 
were landed from the Marblehead. 

Four of our men were killed and 
wounded. The advance pickets under 
Lieuta. Neville and Shaw are ti 
counted for. Among the killed is As- 
sistant Surgeon John Blair Uibbs, son 
of MajjGibbs, of the regular army, 
who fell in the Custer massacre. His 
home was at Richmond. Va., but he 
has been practicing in New York and 
he entered the service since the wai 
begun. He was a very popular officer. 
The others killed are Serg. Charles H. 
Smith, of Smallwood; Private William 
Dunphy, of Gloucester, Mass., and 
Private James McColgan, of Stoneham, 
Mass. 

Corporal Glass was accidentally 
wounded in the head. 

The Spanish loss is unknown, but it 
was probably considerable. The 
splashes of blood found at daylight at 
the position the Spaniards occupied in- 
dicate fatalities, but their comrades 
carried off the killed and wounded. 

The engagement began with desul- 
tory firing at the pickets 1,000 yard! 
inland from the camp. Capt Spioer's 
company waa doing guard duty and 
was driven in, finally rallying on the 
camp and repulsing the enemy at 5 
o'clock. The bodies of privates 
Colgan and Durphy were found, both 
shot in the head. The large cavities 
caused by the bullets, which inside a 
range of 500 yards have a rotary mo- 
tion, indicate that the victims were 
killed at close range. 

The bodies were stripped of shoes, 
hats and cartridge belts, and horribly 
mutilated with machetes. 

When they were brought in the 
whole battalion formed throe sides of 
a hollow square about the camp oi 
hill top. Below in the bay were 
war ships at anchor. Inland fron 
hill camp is a deep ravine and beyond 
this are high hills. The adjacent coun- 
try is heavy with a thicket growth. 
The sky was blanketed with clouds, 
and when the sun set a gale was blow- 
ing seaward. Night fell, thick and im- 



Tbe Spanish squads concealed in the 
chapparel cover had the advantage, the 
Americans on the ridge furnishing fine 
targets against the sky and the white 
tent*. The Spaniards fought from 
cover till midnight, discoverable only 
by flashes at which the marines fired 
volleys. The repeaters sounded like 
crackers in a barrel. 

The Marblebead launch, a Colt 
chine gun in her bow, pushed up the 
bay enfilading the Spaniards, and it is 
thought that some ware killed. ~ 
marines trailed much blood to the 
ter's edge and there lost it Sharks are 
numerous in the vicinity. 

The ships threw their search lights 
ashore, the powerful electric eyef 
sweeping the deep tropic foliage and 
disclosing occasionally skulking par- 
ties of Spaniards. It all resembled a 
transformation scene at the harbor. 

Each discovery of the enemy was 
greeted by the cracks of carbine fire 
along the edge of the camp ridge or by 
the long roll of the launch's machine 
guns, searching the thickets with a 
leaden stream. 

Shortly after midnight came 
main attack. The Spaniards made a 
gallant charge up the southwest slope, 
but were met by repeated volleys from 
the main body and broke before they 
were one-third of the way up the hill; 
but they came so close that at points 
there was almost a hand to hand strug- 
gle. The ofEcers used their re- 
volver* Three Spaniards go^through 
the open formation to the edge 
of the camp. Col. Jose Campinn. 
the Cuban guide, discharged his revol- 
ver, and they, turning and finding 
themselves without support, ran helter 
skelter down the reverse side of the 
hill. It was during this assault that 
Assistant Surgeon Oibbs was killed. 
He was shot in the head in front of his 
own tent, the farthest point of attack. 
He fell into the arms of Private 
Sullivan and both dropped. A sec- 
ond bullet threw dust in their 
faces. Surgeon Gtbbs lived ten min- 
utes, but did not regain consciousness. 

The surgeon* of the hospital oorps 
them removed their quarters to the 
• about the old Spanish stock- 



sde north of the camp. Thr attacks 
were continued at intervals through- 
out the rest of the night, with firing 
from smsll squads in various direo- 

Toward morning the fire slackened. 
Dawn in the favorite time for attack, 
and, as the east paled, the mari 
lying on their guns were aroused. 
Some were actually asleep, as they hod 
no rest for 4S hours and tired natnre 
could no longer stand the strain. Hut 
no attack came. 

Throe new 12-pound field 
which could not be used during the 
night for fear of hitting our own men, 
shelled several squads of Spaniards 
after daylight They dove into the 
bushes like prairie dogs into burrows 
as the shells broke over them in the 
gray dawn. As the correspond- 
ent talked with Mat CockrelL who 
was in charge of the out- 
posts, word came of the finding of the

this writing. Neither had the 
been mustered nor had the outposts of 
Lieut Neville and Shaw been relieved. 

Lieut-Col. Huntington and Maj. 
Cockrell f««S. high praise to the nerve 
and steadiness of officers and men, es- 
pecially the young ones, as the en- 
gagement was a baptism of fire for a 
large majority. The men were in 
darkness and in a stransre land, but 
they stood to their posts with courage 
and fortitude and there was no symp- 
ton of panic 

The uiarines, though very much ex- 
hausted, were eager for more fighting, 
promisiug to inllict heavy punishment 
They complimented the daring of the 
Spaniards with characteristic carar 
profanity. 

Sunday the amplest precautions were 
taken and as the Dauntless left rein- 
forcements were landing from 
Marblehead. A *tormy time wa 
pected. 

Estimates vary as to the attacking 
force, some say J00«-jd the Azures run 
as high as 1,000. Col. Campina, the 
Cuban guide, said the Spaniards were

Eustis, former United States am bassa- 
to France, and Cadet G. Van Or- 
len, under the general command of 
Lieut Anderson, of the. cruiser Mar- 
blehead, Saturday night, dragged for 
mines, but found none. Lieut Ander- 
who distinguished himself at 
Cienfeugos, pulled a dingy within 50 
yards of the fort without being dtscov- 
ared. He found the fort to consist of 
masonry, with three guns mounted 
seaward.
